Ottawa, Feb. 11.— The following in- 
structions are iesued to-day (or the in- 
formation of collectors of ctiBtoms and 
other persona concerned: 

1. Goods purchased in Canada duty 
paid or the produce of Canada may be 
admitted into the Yukon district or Sti- 
kine free of duty when the transporta- 
tion of Buch gooda by water from any 
port in British Columbia, direct or via a 
foreign port, is wholly in veasela entitled 
to participate i n tho coasting trade ol 
the Dominion ; provided, however, that 
the goods are identified to tho satisfac- 
tion of thecustoma officer at the port ol 
entry in Vufeon or Stikine, and that the 
regulations and conditions prescribed for 
the transportation of goods from ports 
in British Columbia are duly observed. 

2. Except aa above provided, all goods 
arriving in Yukon district or .Stikine 
from or through Alaeka or via the Yukon 
or Stikine rivers will he treated aa to 
liability to duty as ordinary importa- 
tions. 

3. Goods importtd into the Klondike 
region, Yukon dhtrict, or Stikine are 
subject to theaaiuedtity and exemptions 
aa it imported into any other part ol 
Canada, and duties are to be levied un- 
der the provisions of sections 68 and 5!), 
customs act, on the market values ol 
the gooda at the time and place whence 
exported directly to Canada, 

4. Wearing apparel, articles of per- 
sonal adornment, toilet articles and simi- 
lar personal effects arriving in Canada 
may be paaied free without entry 
at customs, as travellers' baggage, 
under the provisions of the cus- 
toms tariff. Bnt this section shall 
only include Buch articles as actually 
accompany and are in use, and are neces- 
sary and appropriate lor the wear ami 
use, of such persons, for the immediate 
purpose of the journey and present com- 
fort and convenience, and shall not be 
held to apply to merchandise or articles 
intended for other persons or for sale, 

■I. Goods purchased in Canada dutv 
paid, or tho produce of Canada admitted 
free of duty into Yukon district or 
Stikine, shall be subject to the following 
regulations And conditions (or the trans 
portation thcre Q ( from ports in British 
Columbia : 

(a.) A manifest or invoice containing 
a description of the goods and tho value, 
with the number of marks of the pack- 
ages, shall be presented to the customs

officer at the Canadian frontier port in 
the Yukon district or Stikine. 

(b.) A certilicate of the Canadian cus- 
toms officers is required to he endorsed 
on the manifest or invoice to the cll'ect 
that the goods described therein have 
been " shipped duty free from a port in 
British Columbia." 

(c.) CuetomB officers shall not grant 
certificates above mentioned when ship- 
ment from a port in British Columbia ia 
not made by a vespel entitled to engage 
in Canadian coasting. 

(d.) Said certilicate may bo Eigned by 
special officers of Canadians customs 
when stationed at Dyea, Skagway or 
VVrangel, but in all bucIi cases transfer 
from importing vessels must be made in 
the presence of Buch officer, who muBt 
satisfy himself by inspection of the 
vessel's manifest and clearance that the 
gooda have not been exported from 
British Columbia in bond. 

(e.) The certificate of a Canadian cus- 
toms officer (if any) Btationed atWrangel 
may be accepted aa lo tho origin and 
exemption from duty of goods shipped 
from ports in British Columbia in transit 
via Wrangel to Stikine when transferred 
at Wrangel to river steamers in the pres- 
ence of a Canadian customs officer. 

It may be advisable for parties pur- 
chasing goodB in Canada for the Yukon 
district to provide themselves with in- 
voices in duplicate, nttentiou being 
directed to the following requirements 
of the U.S. regulations in regard to gooda 
pasaing in transit to Yukon diatrict 
through Alaska via Dyea and Skagway : 

" Section 8, A manifest and duplicate 
copy of the entry containing a descrip- 
tion of the merchandise, with the num- 
ber and marke of the packages, shall lie 
preeented to the collector at the sub- 
port at which entrance iB made, and said 
manifest and entry, after being duly 
certified, shall accompany the goods on 
its route through the United Statea to 
Canadian territory, and Bhall be de- 
livered, with the duplicate copy of the 
entry, to the deputy collector at the 
frontier for verification by comparison 
with the merchandise covered thereby." 

A letter goes forward to Collector 
Milne to-day which inetiucta him that 
Canadian customs o/licera in Y'ukon dis- 
trict at or near Chilkoot and White 
passes are authorized " to cash with cub 
toms moneys and also to accept in pay- 
ment of Canadian customs duties, certi 
licates or vouchers given for amounts 
payable by United States customs 
in refund of duties deposited at Dyea 
and Skagway as Eecurity for exportation 
to Klondike region of goods purchased 
at Canadian porta and carried thence in 
tranoit via Dye a and Skagway when 
such certificates or vouchers are duly 
verified and proj erly endorsed." 

A special officer of the Canadian cus- 
toms is to be Btationed at Skagway and 
Dyea with an assistant for the purpose of 
carrying out the arrangement until 
otherwise advised, and for thepurpofeof 
supervising the transit of goods via Dyea 
and Skagway. The special officer in 
charge at Skagway and Dyea and his 
assistants are required to give to Cana- 
dians such information bb neceBsary for 
the traneportaticn of their gooda into 
the Yukon distiict with as little friction 
aB possible. It iB the dutv of the special 
officer to obtain from the United States 
deputy collector of customa at Skagway 
or Dyea, copiea of formi with 
requirements aB to endorsement 
of certificates or vouchers to be 
issued for refund of United StateB cus- 
toms duties on Canadian gooda in tran- 
sit. He shall forward to the Canadian 
customa officers on the Yukon frontier 
for their guidance, copiea of the forma, 
with full directions (or cashing and en- 
dorsing aaitl certificates or vouchers and 
for transmitting the same without delay 
for payment by the United States cus- 
toms at Dyea or Skagway. He Bhall for- 
ward the proceeds of aucti certificates or 
vouchers as received (rom the United 
States customs to tho collector of cus- 
toms at Victoria, and he shall be subject 
in the discharge of hie duties to the ord- 
ers or directions of Collector Milne. 



THE " WORLD'S " IDEA. 

To Make (lie Yukon Railway Bargain a 
Factor in thu Ontario Elections. 

Toronto, Fob. 11. — (Special) — I'he 
World's Montreal correspondent saye : 
A gentleman who is in touch with Mr. 
Tarte and who arrived from Ottawa says 
that the fate of the Yukon railway deal 
will depend upon the result of the On- 
tario ptovincial elections. He says the 
debate will be delayed till the first ol 
March, and if Mr. Hardy carries On- 
tario and the Conservative senators 
throw out the bill, Aberdeen will be im- 
mediately asked to grant a disBolutior. 
Yet, at the same time, the gentleman 
fears that Sir Wilfrid will receive many 
protests from his followers if an appeal 
to the people be decided upon. On the 
other hand, if Ontario gives Whitney a 
majority a dozen defeats in the Senate 
would never decide the government to 
go to the polls.

United States Special Officer Asks 
for Military Posts on the 
Upper Yukou. 



The Situation Critical Bnt No 
Danger to Life Except 
Through. Cold. 



Washington, Feb. 11.— The war de- 
partment to-day made public the nd- 
viceB received from Captain H. P. Ray 
of the Eighth Infantry who was sent to 
Alaska to report on the conditions in 
the mining country. The reports em- 
brace a period running (rom October tj to 
November 3, and are dated from Circle 
City and Fort Yukon. They show a 
very sorious state o( affairs, that trouble 
is threatened at various places, and that 
there iB serious danger at Borne points 
through lack o( food, owing in a large 
measure to the failure of the transporta- 
tion companies to get in sufficient sup- 
plies. 

In a report dated Circle City, October 
3, Captain Ray recommends that should 
the department decide to establish a 
post on the upper river, the mouth of 
American creek be chosen as tho site 
with a sub-post if necessary at Circle 
City. The best interests of the service, 
he says, require permanent garrisons to 
be located well away from the mining 
towns; so that the troops, if required to 
act, will not ua biassed by local in- 
fluences. 

On the (ood question, he saye : " The 
question of food here is a very serious 
one, and the action of tho N.A.T. com- 
pany is causing much friction. I use 
my best endeavors to reconcile all differ- 
ences peaceably, and get all people who 
are without provisions down to Fort 
Y'ukon as soon as possible, where there 
ia an abundance of food. I learn that 
while food is scarce in DawBon, the min- 
ers in outlying camps are fairly well 
supplied. The Btores (two) are selling 
very conservatively. The eating houses 
aroall closed save one. While I consider 
the situation critical, I do not believe 
there will be any great loss of life be- 
side that incident to a climate bo rigor- 
ous aa this. There is nothing there 
should cause undue anxiety or alarm 
among people who have friends in thiB 
country. There are fabulous stories be- 
i"g circulated and published about th 3 
jr'.ce paid for food. I have verified m- 
jiances where .flOO was paid for 50 
pounds of flour, bnt such cases are rare 
imd not the prevailing price." 

CL1PPEKT0N ISLAND. 

Question of Sovereignty Involved In a Suit 
Before the California Courts, 

San Fbancisco, Feb. 10.— The question 
of the national sovereignty to which 
Clipperton island belongB will be pre- 
eented to Judge Sewell in a case which 
comeBtip for trial before him to-dav. 

The man who discovered the island, 
unless tho vague accounts of a seven- 
teenth century discovery by a French 
navigator are allowed, will be in courtas 
the plaintiff in the case. 

The suit ia that of Permien against 
the Oceanic Phosphate Company. 
The plaintiff, Captain Permien, claims 
that while cruising iu #the Ciuob 
Cushing early in the 'SO's, in the 
region of Clipperton island, lie 
discovered it. When he returned to 
San Francisco he reported hia discovery 
to the state department, under the pro- 
visions of the federal statutes, and 
claimed the right to the deposits ol 
guano on the islands. He was induced 
to transfer his claims to the island and 
the deposits to a corporation which was 
formed for that purpose, the Oceanic 
Phosphate Company, one of the defen- 
dants in this suit. ThiB was done and it 
now practically owns the whole of the 
stock which iB claimed by these persons. 

The state department has been com- 
municated with and the decision ren- 
dered in this caso may settle the ques- 
tion whether the national (lag is en- 
titled to float over this isle. 

New Brunswick Legislature.

New Brunswick legislature opened yes- 
terday.

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ICuiriueer Jennings' Report Shows 
Front in Yukon Railway With- 
out Any Subsidy. 



Skagway and Dyea Claimed as .in 
Canadian Territory— U. S. Pos- 
session Protested. 



Exclusion of Japanese From Yukon 
to He Moved— The Prefer- 
ential Tariff. 



(From Our Own Correspondent,) 

Ottawa, Feb. 11.— Mr. Jennings' re- 
port on the Stikine railway was pre- 
sented to parliament to-day. He sug- 
gests two routes. One is for an electric 
railway from Glenora to Teslin, 105 
miles, to eo8t$2,S50,000, including equip- 
ment. Then to overcome thedilliculties 
in navigation above Little Canon he 
suggests a railway to start from this 
point running along the left bank df the 
river for thirty miles, then crossing the 
Stikine, a total distance, including 
BidingB, of 208 miles, at an average cost 
of $19,000 oer mile. 

The total estimate is $3, 957,000. The 
estimated cost of operating line, includ- 
ing depreciation and interest, is $340,- 
000. The prospective revenue from pae- 
sengers is $99,000, and freight $460,000, 
giving total profit of $209,000. if the 
terminus of the road is made at Glenora, 
which seems to be the present intention, 
the cost of the road would be $700,000 
less, or $3,300,000. 

Turning to other routes, Mr. Jennings 
estimates the coBt of a railway over the 
Chilcoot pass, 245 miles, at $5, 035,000, 
and bv the White pass 123 miles, $3,250,- 
000; by the Taku route, 123 mileB, $3,- 
23(1,000. 

It thus appears that the railway prom- 
ises to be a good investment without any 
subsidy and that the millions of acres of 
mineral land are a gratuity. 

INI r. Macdonald will move in the Senate 
to exclude Japanese from the Yukon. 

Senator Scott announced to-day that 
the tariff will be amended this session 
to confine preferential tariff privileges 
to Great Britain and the Colonies. 

The address passed the Commons to- 
day.

The following ia from the Toronto 
Mail and Empire's report of the debate 
on thoaddressin reply to the speech from 
tho throne at Ottawa last week : 

Inferring to tho Yukon question, Sir 
Charles said that he had recent testi- 
mony to tho activity of the Ottawa liar 
— a telegram wnej recently sent from Ot- 
tawa to British Columbia and tbo West, 
Btating that Sir Charles Tapper had ap- 
plied for and had obtained from the 
British Columbia government a permit 
for his company to introduce 50,000 gal- 
lons of whiskey into the Yukon. Sir 
Charles continued : " 1 say to this house 
that this statement lias not the slightest 
foundation in fact, thatjl never applied 
for a permit to send a gallon of 
whiskey to the Northwest, Klondike, 
or anywhere else. It says that 1 ap- 
pealed to the government of British 
Columbia. That government has no 
power to grant a permit to take a gallon 
of whiskey into the Northwest Terri- 
tories, as every man of the house knows. 
The statement was simply a falsehood 
manulactured without the slightest 
basis. I probably would be the last man 
in Canada who would do anything of the 
kind, even if I had an opportunity. Ana 
why? I had the honor to propose the 
prohibitory law which applied to the 
whole Northwest Territories, and when 
a minister of the crown carried that 
measure through parliament, and I was 
in a position to say at a temperance 
breakfast to which I was invited in 
London on one occasion, when they 
were talkiuc about prohibitory enact- 
ments and their practicability, that I 
had had the honor of obtaining from 
parliament a prohibitory liqnor law 
covering the largest portion of the 
earth's surface to which such a law wbb 
ever extended. Gentlemen present 
asked: Was it carried out? Did it do 
any good? I answered : ' Yes, it did a 
great deal of good, and you will see it 
was vigorously enforced when I toll you 
that on board n Canadian Pacific rail- 
way train the pocket of a member of 
parliament was searched by the Mounted 
Police, a flask found, and its contents 
emptied on the ground.' To the min- 
ister of the interior I can only say, 
that he will have my hearty sympathy 
in every possible way in doing every- 
thing to prevent the introduction 
of liquor into the Northwest Territories. 
In my judgment there is the same ob- 
jection to its introduction in the Yukon 
district as in the Northwest Territories 
of Canada. One of our strong reasons 
for prohibiting the manufacture, use, or 
sale of liquor in the Northwest Terri- 
tories was the danger of inflaming the 
Indians and leading to trouble, lor at 
that time there was a very small num- 
ber of whiteB and a very large number 
of Indians therp. In my judgment one 
of the great diflictilties to be apprehend- 
ed in respect to tho Yukon country is an 
influx of 100,000, 150,000, or U00.000 peo- 
ple from all parts of the world, many 
men of very lawless character, and I be- 
lieve all measures that the government 
can adopt to prevent the introduction of 
intoxicating liquors in that country 
should be taken in the interest of the 
country." 

YUKON RAILWAY DEAL, 

Sir Charles Tapper then dealt with 
the proposed railway to tho Yukon. "I 
come now," he eaid, "to the contract 
stated to have been passed. I do not 
intend to discuss this subject until the 
papers are laid on the table. It would 
be premature for any honorable mem- 
ber to arrive at a settled conviction in 
onej way or the other until the 
whole case is presented to the house, 
and we have heard from the Minister of 
the Interior, and have obtained the 
records, su as to know the ground on 
which tho action adopted by the govern- 
ment has been taken. 

" But I want to refer to a slanderous 
attack made on myself in reference to 
tbo matter. The character of any mem- 
ber of this house is of importance to 
everyone in it, to whichever side he may 
belong, and whatever can be done 
should be done to discountenance un- 
founded, elauderouB statements cal- 
culated to affect tho character of a 
public man. I refer now to the World 
newspaper of Toronto, and I charac- 
terize that as the most cowardly 
attempt to slander tho character of a 
public man I have ever met since I 
have been in public life. If tho Toronto 
World had the courage or manli- 
ness, instead of dealing with maliciouB 
and lying imiendoee, to make a etate- 
ment for which it could be field reHpur- 
sible, I could forgive them, because I 
would suppose that, believing they had 
good ground for the statement l bey 
made, they felt warranted in the public 
interest in making it. I say that no 
personal attuck can be made on the 
character of a member of this house 
worse than to charge him with being 
coniointly concerned in any contract 
given by the government. The public 
man who can he shown to be corruptly 
connected with any contract in 
which public money or public property 
is to bo used ia guilty of an 
offence that ought to deprive him of a 
seat in this house, and to drive him 
out of public life. 1 may say, for the 
information of the house, that oinep the 
tiouse rose, and while 1 was. in my room, 
some kind friend sent me a copy of La

Prcsse, and I will do La Presse the jus- 
tice to eay that they have not exhibited 
tho contemptible cowardice that the To- 
ronto World haB exhibited in dealinc 
with this subject. La Presse charges 
me distinctly with being a party person- 
ally interested in the Mann-McKenzie 
contract. The moment I read it I ad- 
dressed tho following telegram to Mr. 
Donald MacMaster, Q. 0., of Montreal: 
'Please see La Presse, Februarys, fourth 
page, second and third columns, where 
it iBBtated, among other things, that I 
am personally interested in the Mann- 
McKenzio contract, and, with Messrs. 
Blair and Sifton, am conspiring to profit 
out of it at the expense of the coun- 
try. Demand immediate retraction 
and apology, otherwise deBire you 
to institute criminal proceedings with- 
out delay.' These gentlemen will now 
have an opportunity in a court of jus- 
tice of showing what foundation they 
have for their slander. During tho last 
live minutes in the house I have re- 
ceived the following reply to this tele- 
gram : ' Montreal— I have your telegram 
ubout La Presse, and it is receiving my 
best attention.— Donald MacMaster.' 
That is the course which I am prepared 
to take with any responsible man in 
this country, or nny responsible news- 
paper in this countty, that ventures to 
attack my public character in relation to 
a matter of that kind." 

Sir Charles then related the circum- 
stances that led to his becoming inter- 
ested in tho mining industry. He said 
that when he was relieved of office he 
could not think of any business ho could 
engaizo in better than in drawing British 
capital for the development of Canada. 
He had satisfied himself that the min- 
eral wealth of the Yukon was inexhaust- 
ible, and he came to tho conclusion that 
it was of the highest importance that we 
should have an all-Canadian route into! 
that country. He had told Mr. Sifton! 
that ho was prepared to give his hearty 
support to the immediate construction 
oi a railway from tho Stikine river to the 
Teslin lake. He had come to tho con- 
clusion that was tho route for Canada 
to adopt. He had urged upon Mr. Sif- 
ton the importance of opening up com- 
munication quickly. Not only tho ter- 
rible suffering to men and beaats conse- 
quent upon the. travel through the 
passes, but the fact that it had become a 
question whether Seattle and San Fran- 
cisco or Canada should be the basis of 
supplies, urged him to that 
elusion. The Toronto World Btat- 
ed that he had interviewed Mc- 
Kenzie it Mann in British Columbia. 
He had met Mr. McKenzie on the train 
and ho had spoken to Mr. Mann in the 
public hall of the Vancouver hotel. He 
iiad not had any private interview with 
them, and when the contract was signed 
be was as ignorant of it as any other 
private member of the house. The an- 
nouncement of it was published in Mon- 
treal while he was in that city. He 
knew nothing of the contract until he 
saw the information in the press. He 
did not intend to take up the question 
upon itB merits until the papers were 
all belore the house. 

Ono of the gravest charges against the 
contract was that while all otherB hud 
to pay a royalty of 10 per cent., the rail- 
wav company's lands paid royalty of one 
per cent. He was glad that the govern- 
ment had seen itB way clear to modify 
the regulations to some extent, but it 
should go further. Sir CharleB favored 
the reduction of the royalty to private 
miners, if not to one per cent., 
certainly to not more than two 
per cent. In this connection ho de- 
sired to point out that the Canadian 
government had an opportunity such 
as it never had before of dealing 
with the unjust labor laws of the United 
StBtes. No nation could object to the 
same principles being applied to it as it 
applied to other nations. He urged 
upon the attention of the govern- 
ment the necessity of the adoption 
of a law requiring that the same 
measure shall bo dealt out to a 
country that it deals out to Canada. If 
such a law were en lorced the Americans, 
who shut Canadians out of their mines, 
would he shut out of the mines of Can- 
ada. 

Dealing with the Franchise bill, Sir 
Charles said that although be could not 
speak tor all hia political friends, he, 
and a great number of those with him, 
favored a universal suffrage law, based 
upon satisfactory residence in the coun- 
try with a cheap form of registration. 
These announcements were received 
with loud cheers from both sides of the 
house.

THE PITTSBUiiG KIKE. 

Further Particulars of the Loss of Life and 
Property. 

Pittsburg, Ph., Fob. 10.— The Ioes of 
life and destruction of properly by lire at 
Thirteenth and Pike streeta last night 
was the greatest in the history of Pitts- 
burg. At least fifteen people were killed. J 
Over a score wero injured and property 
valued at, a million and a half was de- 
stroyed. The list of dead, as far aa now 
known, follows ;

THE LAW-ABIDING WEST, 

In the Realm, a London paper of wide 
circulation, we find a statement made 
by a Shanghai correspondent to the efl'ect 
that Victoria is a place where crimps 
and kidnappers ply their avocation with 
out hindrance. The Realm prints this 
without comment, and we suppose be 
lieves it to be true. That it is a grosa 
libel upon the city need not be told to 
Victorians, for we all are well aware 
that characters of the class mentioned 
are. extremely scarce here. But in view 
of the fact that there are doubtless in 
Great Britain many people who areas 
ignorant of the conditions existing in 
Victoria as the editor of the Realm and 
his Shanghai correspondent, we deBire 
to say, in the hope that some of our 
British contemporaries will reproduce 
the statement, that Victoria is 
among the most orderly cities on 
the American continent. Thero is 
wry little lawlessness here. Oar 
police system is excellent, and serious 
crimes are very rare. We know that the 
impression exists in certain quarters to 
the effect that the farther you come 
West the more lawlessness you will find ; 
but this is not true of Canada, and it is 
not entirely true of the United States. 
A man who minds his own business, and 
does not go around looking for trouble, 
is as safe in one of the coast cities as he 
would be in any other place in the world 
of the same population. Especially is 
this true of British Columbia. Even in 
our newest mining camps law is well 
administered and as fully respected as 
in the oldest communities of the East. 
In the cities there is a somewhat freer 
life and certain elements are more con- 
spicuous than they are usually in East- 
ern localities ; but the man who attends 
to his own affairs ia perfectly Bate in 
these cities as to hie life and properly, or 
as near it as he can be anywhere. 

The reason of thiB is that the lawB are 
woll administered in this part of Canada. 
And to Ihia we may add that the h»wa 
aro as well administered in Canada as in 
any part of the world. We think it only 
fair that our British contemporaries 
should make this important fact widely 
known. The whole West has been in- 
jured by the blood and thunder stories 
that have been told about it, and it iB 
right that the truth Bhould receive equal 
circulation with the falsehood. 

We have spoken above of the orderly 
condition of Western cities. Judging 
from its own papers it seems as if the 
statement must be temporarily qualified 
ia regard to Seattle, which is said to be 
just at present overrun with criminals of 
a low grade. But thiB is only because 
this class of vagabonds lollow closely in 
the wake of men with money, and all 
the people bound for the (iolden North 
have more or le33 of this. Ordinarily 
Seattle is a very orderly city, outside of a 
certain area into which no stranger need 
penetrate voluntarily. If a man goes 
into Seattle, or for that matter any 
other Western town, and looks for 
pleasure on the borderland of the world 
of crime, he haB only himaell to blame 
it his experience is costly; but that 
would be equally true of any other city 
in the world. We are speaking of the 
well-behaved man or woman when we 
Bay that our Western cities are aB safe aB 
any others.

order that he may see for himself the 
working of the Bystem under which Sun- 
day newspapers are printed. We would 
then have some hope that he would go 
home convinced that his fad is a piece 
of preposterous nonsense and even worse. 

This is what he would find: At 10 
p.m. on Saturday he would see the men 
in the business offices of the morning 
papers go home to remain there, as far 
as their work is concerned, until Mon- 
day inornine. At midnight he would 
Bee tho members of the editorial Btafi' 
begin to leave their desks, not to return 
to them until Monday noon. At 3 a.m. 
on Sunday he would see the compositors 
go home, not to come back to their 
caaes until 7 p.m. on Monday. At 
5 a.m. he would see the pressmen go 
home, and if the carriers did not lag on 
their routes, they would all be home be- 
fore 0:30 a.m., or before anyone else 
was stirring except the milkman. Ife 
would see a Bystem under which every 
man connected with getting out a news- 
paper has Sunday to- himself, and em- 
ploys it as other people employ their 
Sundays. Por this very satisfactory con- 
dition of things Mr. Charlton proposes a 
plan that will compel the men in the 
business office to come down at least as 
early as noon on Sunday, which will 
force the editorial staff to get to work at 
tho same hour, which will take the com- 
positors from their homes or from their 
churches all Sunday evening, which will 
make it necessary for merchants and 
otheis having advertising to look after 
to come out for that purpose on 
Sunday, which will make it obli- 
gatory on some citizens to devote part 
of their time on Sunday to giving re- 
porters information, which will give the 
telegraphers extra work on Sunday, and, 
we can add from experience, will cause 
eome people who preach against Sabbath 
desecration to call around at newspaper 
offices after church to see that their ser- 
mons have been correctly reported. We 
tell Mr. Charlton and every one else 
who talks about preventing Sabbath 
desecration by stopping the printing of a 
Sunday morning newspapor and sub- 
stituting one on Monday morning, that 
they are either as ignorant as horses 
about the facts of the whole matter or 
else are hypocrites or faddists, whose 
viewBarenot worth serious considi ration, 
except by those who hope to prevent 
them from doing mischief. 

Mr. Charlton has said that it is not 
the question of Sunday labor that dis- 
turbs his soul, but the immoral tendency 
of the Sunday newspaper. As an answer 
to this proposition we refer him to the 
Sunday papers which he proposes to 
suppress, that is the British Columbia 
morning dailies. We tell him that 
when he says the influence of these 
papers is immoral either on Sunday or 
any other day, he is a slanderer of peo- 
ple in every way as decent as himself, 
and that he ought to be ashamed of 
himself, if the sense of shame can pen- 
etrate through his Pharisaical garb of 
sanctity. We speak somewhat warmly 
on this matter, because we feel very 
warmly. What Mr. Charlton proposes 
is an outrage. The Sunday paper in 
British Columbia was established in lieu 
of a Monday paper, in order that those 
employed in morning newspaper offices 
might not have to work on Sunday, and 
it will be an outrage if this is to be inter- 
fered with in order that the shadow of a 
remote Sunday newspaper may not 
come between Mr. Charlton and his con- 
templations. We tell Mr. Charlton 
more, namely, that if he does away with 
the Sunday paper he is going to deprive 
people of reading matter for that day, 
and therefore compel them to 
select something else, and it is a very 
easy thing to find literature for Sun- 
day reading that will be far more 
injurious to the morals of a community 
than the newspapers of this province. 
What eeems to trouble Mr. Charlton and 
people of hie stamp is that tho paper 
bears date on Sunday. If it were dated 
on Saturday or Monday, it would be all 
right, even if all the work done on it 
were done on Sunday.

Perhaps he thinksthatnowspaper 
men, including all those in the businesB 
office and the mechanical department, 
aro vessels of wrath ordained for destruc- 
tion anyhow, and a little Sunday work 
can hardly make any difference in their 
case.

A man from one of the United States 
cities went into one of our large estab- 
lishments and asked for prices. They 
were given and he was told in a general 
way what he ought to buy. Then tho 
merchant said to him that, as he did not 
know himself what he needed, it might 
be well for him to make some inquiries 
before placing his order. To this the 
purchaser replied that he would leave 
the matter wholly in the hands of the 
merchant. He said to the Colonist that 
he had no idea what he wanted. The 
Seattlecomplirnent would not fit his caEO. 

A BAD PRACTICE. 

Tho session has opened with tho cue- 
tomary Btring of notices of questions and 
motions. There is room for a great deal 
of reform here. Speaking generally and 
without reference to any of the notices 
put on the paper on Thursday we may 
say that the records of the legislature 
Hhow that questions are asked andreturrifi 
are moved for, which, so far as the public 
know, serve no earthly purpose what' 
ever except to convey the impression 
that the gentleman asking or movincr 
for them ia really very busy 
in looking after the public 
terests. This sort of thing takes 
up the time of the houEe, cob!f 
money and gives the permanent om 
ployees of the government much tin 
necessary trouble. In many cases re 
turns are asked for and the propriety of 
granting them is a subject of debate, al 
though the house already has the in 
fjrmation in its possession. Time alter 
time last session questions were put 
which the members asking them could 
have anBwered for themselves if tliey 
had taken the trouble to look the mat'er 
up in the public accounts or other d 
partmental reports. Very many com- 
plaints are made as to wasted time, but 
it is such things as aro now referred to 
that waste time and money besides. 

But we may be asked if we would pre- 
vent members from asking questions cr 
moving for returns. By no means. 
What we do say is that thzre are scores 
of things that members cau ascertain by 
simply asking the minister having 
charge of the Bpecial department to 
which trrey relate. Of course this way 
of getting information does not make so 
much of a show in the newspapers or on 
the journals, as the plan of giving a for- 
mal notice, but it accomplishes tho pur 
pose fully, if what the member wants iB 
information. If he wants to make a 
show of being busy, the present plan is 
much the better.

Interested Crowds Again Inspect 
the aiag-nificeut and Com- 
modious Buildings. 



Onco again last evening the public 
thronged the new government buildings 
and paid the tribute of admiration, with 
much less crowding and proportionately 
greater comfort than on the occasion of 
the opening. All departments wore as 
before thrown open to inspection, and 
the oflicers of each courteously explained 
the mechanism of official routine. The 
only items contributing to the previous 
night's enjoyment but missing yesterday 
evening were the band with its music 
and the presencQ of the military. 

No part of the programme in connec- 
tion with the opening ceremouies was 
carried out with greater nicety than that 
which the military and the navy per- 
formed, and yet there was no part which 
the downpour of rain militated so much 
against. Including the Vancouver con- 
tingent, which made a very soldierly 
showing, there wero over 125 men on 
hand to participate in the parade, Capt. 
D. B. McConnan being in command, 
with Lieutenants Foulkes of Victoria, 
and Akroyd of Vancouver. 

As the militia marched to the main 
entrance, the saluting party from No. 1 
company, in charge of Major Monro, 
assisted by Lieut. Fowler and Sergeant- 
Major Mulcahy, took up a position m 
Belleville street selected for the tiring ol 
the salute. This was the customary fif- 
teen guns, and was the signal that the 
vice-regal party had arrived and the 
time for opening had come also. The 
detachment of marines representing the 
navy in the exercises of the day was in 
command of Lieut. Morant of H.M.S. 
Phaeton. 

Yesterday morning the visiting citi- 
zen soldiers returned by the Charmer to 
the mainland, well pleased with their 
treatment while in the capital, and the 
opportunity afforded them of inspecting 
the handBome new buildings, and of 
participating in the most important pub- 
lic ceremony that British Columbia has 
yet known. 

One interesting fact in connection 
with the opening and not hitherto noted 
was the presence beside the Speaker of 
lion. J. S. Helmeken, who had had the 
honor of presiding over the deliberations 
of the first legislative body of this prov- 
ince; while on the floor of the house sat 
Mr. James McKay, who had taken part 
as a member in the work of this pioneer 
council of the people. The venerable 
Bishop Cridge, who closed Thursday's 
proceedings with prayer and benedic- 
tion, had forty odd years ago asked the 
Divine blessing on the labors of this 
early parliamentary bady of the island 
and colony. 

The key of gold, silver and copper bul- 
lion with which the doors of the main 
hall were thrown open by Governor Me- 
Innes will bo preserved as another inter- 
esting souvenir of provincial resources 
as well as of the auspicious occasion, the 
rich material of which it was construct- 
ed coming from the Hall Mines, Nelson, 
and weighing about half a pound. 

" It will," as Manager H. E. Croaa- 
daile, of the Hall Mining Company, ex- 
pressed it in a letter to Mr. H. Dallas 
Helmeken, " show the company's wil- 
lingnesB to contribute its share towards 
a suitable means of opening the new 
government buildings." 

Now that the formalities of inaugura- 
tion are over, the real work of the session 
commences on Monday. Both the gov- 
ernment and the opposition had interest- 
ing and protracted caucuses last evening, 
and that the session will he a busy and 
an eventful one is evidenced by the early 
appearance of an unusually long list of 
motions and questions, notices of which 
were put in yesterday as follows : 

NOTICES OK MOTION. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts — Bill to give effect to 
the revised statutes of British Columbia. 

By Mr. Helmeken— Bill relating to 
the employment of Chinese or Japanese 
on works carried on under franchises 
granted by private acts. 

Mr. Semlin— For a return of all corres- 
pondence with His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General in regard to the "Alien 
Labor Bill" of last session, assent to 
which was reserved, pending His Excel- 
lency's consideration of Eame. 

Mr. Helmeken — To move for a return 
of all correspondence which baa passed 
between this Government and the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion of Canada 
with reference to the resolution of this 
House passed on the 12th April, 1897, 
touching the question of the Indian pot- 
latch. 

Mr. Helmeken—" That an humble ad- 
dress be presented by this house to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor praying 
him to move the Dominion government 
that while this house is of the opinion 
the Dominion government is fully im- 
pressed with the strong claims of this 
province entitling this province to repre- 
sentation in the cabinet of the govern- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada, this 
house respectfully submits that effect 
should he given to such representation 
hy the Dominion government, by the ap- 
pointment of some representative from 
this province at an early date." 

Mr. Helmeken — " Whereas a world's 
fair is to bo held in Paris, Franco, in the 
li)00; and whereas it would bo in the 
best interest of the province of British 
Columbia if as complete a collection as 
po98iblo of the products and resources of 
tlie province could be procured to be 
forwarded in due time to such fair: Be 
it therefore resolved that this house 
would respectfully urge upon thegovorn- 
mentof the province of British Columbia 
to take into early consideration the de- 
sirability of the province being properly 
represented in all branches of itu varied 
resources at the said fair." 

Mr. Helmeken — For a return of all 
correspondence which has passed be- 
tween this government and the govern- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada, with 
reference to the question of the removal 
of the Indians from the Songhees reserve, 
since the return dated the5th May, 1SD7, 
was presented to this house. 

Mr. Helmeken— For a return of all 
correspondence j elating thereto, with 
reference to the grievances of the sealers 
since the return presented to this house 
on the 29th April, 1897. 

Mr. Cotton— That in the opinion of 



this house the double taxation involved 
in the present system of taxing mort- 
gages is an injustice. 

Mr. Cotton— That in the opinion of 
this house laborers in mines should not, 
as such, be requited to take out free 
miners' licenses. 

QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Cotton— Is it the intention of the 
government to introduce legislation to 
provide for the inspection of boilers of 
steam engines, the inspection of which 
ia not provided fjr by Dominion legisla- 
tion? 

Mr. Cotton— How much water has 
been applied for under the Water Clauses 
Consolidation Act up to 3 1st December, 
1897, in quantities of 1,000 inches and 
over, and what is tho annual rental pay- 
able on same, and the amount, paid for 
recording? 

Mr. Kidd— What amount of cash stood 
to the credit of the government of this 
province, on its bank accounts and in the 
treasury, on the 10th iust.? 

Mr. Graham— What Bteps (if any) have 
been taken to enforce the provisions of 
the "act to amend the Cattle act and 
amending actp," chap. 7,1890? 

Mr. Graham— How many " unorgan- 
ized districts " have been proclaimed in 
tho province, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the "Game Protection act, 
1897?" 

Mr. Helmeken— What is the present 
position of the question between the 
Dominion and Provincial governments 
touching the removal of the Indians 
from the Songhees reserve? 

Mr. Helmeken— What reply (if any 
wnB received by the government of the 
province of British Columbia lrom tho 
government of the Dominion of Canada 
relative to the resolution of this house 
passed on the 12th of April, 1897 touch- 
ing tho establishment of a government 
mint in the province of British Colum- 
bia? 

Mr. Cotton — Has the government 
taken any steps to ascertain whether 
His Excellency the Governor-General 
has signified his decision as to bill No. 1 
of lastsession, intituled the " Alien Labi r 
bill," which bill was by His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor reserved for Mb 
consideration ; and, if so, what Bteps?

Mr. Andrew McRae of Guelph Talks 
About tbe Coming: Big: Kush 
From the Fast. 



Many Move Ampricaus Arrive in the 
City to Outfit-New Zealand 
Party Here. 



The past week has been a very buey 
one for local outfitters. Many Ameri- 
cans arrived in Victoria for the purpose 
ol outfitting, and the night and day 
stall's of merchants encaged in tbe north- 
ern trade had all they could do to fill the 
numerous orders received. Tbe opinions 
of Americans, who have come to Victoria 
to obtain their supplies, have been de 
citledly favorable aa to the matter of out 
fitting here. From California, as has 
been the case for several weeks, large 
parties favored Victoria merchants with 
their patronage. 

Early in the week Mr. J. M. Phillips 
of Stockton, California, who precedes a 
party of twelve from his town, made the 
following statement relative to Victoria's 
advantages as an outfitting point: 

" If tbe people of California are prop- 
erly infornieii as to outfitting and trans- 
portation conditions in Victoria, your 
city could not, 1 bulieve, accommodate 
the crowds who would purchase their sup- 
plies for tbo north here. Before coining 
here, I carefully inquired about the prices 
of outfits in San Francisco, and am con- 
vinced that I am saving from 15 to 20 
per cent., exclusive of duty, on dry 
goods, and am at least saving the 30 per 
cent, duty on provisions by purchasing 
in Victoria." 

Mr. John Gray and four others, of 
Pacific Grove, Cal., visited Seattle prior 
to coining bore to outfit. In the matter 
of dry goods in particular, they said they 
were saving a nice little Bum, by pur- 
cbasing in this city, without taking into 
consideration the duty of 30 per cent. 

Perhaps the most emphatic expression 
of opinion regarding outfitting, was that 
furnished to the Colonist by Mr. A. C. 
Fore, of Cripple Creek, Col., who is out- 
fitting a party here. Mr. Fore spent 
soma days in Seattle, looking into the 
matter of outfitting, before he decided 
to place his orders with the merchants 
of Victoria. Among other things, he 
says he is saving 50 cents on the dollar 
by buying here instead of in Seattle. 

"I found," he said, "that in dry 
goods your merchants Bold even a better 
claeB of goodB in almost every line fully 
20 per cent, cheaper than tbe Seattle 
merchants could ofl'er them. In the 
case of Mackinaw suits especially the 
price is much lower here. They ask $15 
to $lti for the best Mackinaws on the 
other aide, while an equally good suit 
can be purchased in Victoria for $7.50. 
As regards blankets, they want exactly 
■10 centB per pound more in Seattle than 
I purchased mine for in Victoria. Aa 
regards groceries, I can buy just as 
cheap here as in Seattle, and as you 
know, I save the 30 per cent, duty in do- 
ing so." 

A party of four from Spokane is at 
present being equipped in this city. It 
is composed of G, Linden Fenety, B. F. 
Sinclair, W. F. CasBidy and S. H. Fer- 
guson. 

Mr. Fenety says he looked into prices 
at both Tacoma and Seattle previous to 
coming to Victoria, and he tells tbe 
story so often repeated of late of the ad- 
vantages a miner has in outfitting here. 
In the matter of clothing and dry goods 
particularly, he says neither Seattle nor 
Spokane can competo with Victoria. 

"For instance," said Mr. Fenety, to 
illustrate his remark, "the best mack- 
inaw suits can be bought in Victoria 
for $7.50, whereas in Seattle they are 
asking $10 to $12 for the same kind ot 
goods. In the matter of blankets we 
are saving 30 to -10 cents a pound by pur- 
chasing here. Of course, we ate also 
saving the duty, which is a pretty big 
item, as many Americans are beginning 
to find out." 

Mr. Feuety'a parly will go over the 
Stikine route and will prospect in tbe 
vicinity of the Hootalinqua river. They 
are taking in four horses and a year's 
supplies for each man. 

A party of GuelphiteB with five Ameri- 
cans from Rome, N.Y., arrived in the 
city last night en route to the Yukon and 
registered at the Wilson. The Guelphite 
party is composed of Andrew and James 
McRae, and John Lundy. The per- 
sonnel of the Home party is : Roland 
Towsier, Thomas Cunningham, Robert 
Beitch and Dr. Deilrich. Both parties 
will sail on the Islander on the 15th in- 
stant. They intend to go over the Cli 
coot pass, and when TagiBh lake is 
reached, Btrike east to Teslin. Thence 
they 'will go north to Niau'lin river and 
at the head waters of the river will 
spend several months prospecting. 

Mr. Andrew McRao states that bolb 
parties intend to outfit in Victoria. He 
says this city is very highly spoken of in 
the Fast aa an outfitting and starting 
out point. Tbe American party were 
induced to couio to Victoria partly on 
account of the doty and partly owing to 
ttie fact that they received reliable in- 
formation as to prices here which con 
vinced them they could outfit more 
advantageously in Victoria than in any 
United States city. 

Speaking of the Klondike excitement 
in the EaBt, Mr. McRae said: " Nearly 
every city, town and village in Ontario 
will send out its quota of gold seekers 
this spring. The big rush, however, 
will not come for several weeks, aa many 
have the idea that the trails will be in 
bettor condition later on. Toronto, 
Hamilton and Ottawa will no doubt 
send many prospective minors. People 
in the East are naturally much better in- 
formed now as to the new gold fieli's and 
the hardships to bo gone through in or- 
der to reach them.

None of the members 
of our party are experienced minerB, but 
we think we are nil hardy enough to 
mako a good allowing in the North. Our 
object in going to the Nisutlin river in- 
stead of Dawaon and vicinity is to avoid 
the crowds and to prospect ground never 
bofore gouo over. From what I can 
learn, it eeems like a waste of time go- 
ing to Dawson now, aB everything ap- 
pears to be taken up,"

One party of four headed by F. Cooney 
of Tacoma, have eighty little galvanized 
iron boxeB which are so constructed 
that they can be used aB sleighs. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Cooney, none of the 
United States cities cau compete with 
Victoria in the matter of outfitting, both 
on account of the duty and tho lower 
prices. 

Messrs. MadBOn and Pope, from De- 
troit, who are also outfitting at the Hud- 
son's Bay Btores, have the same favor- 
able story to tell of Victoria. They vis- 
ited several American cities previous to 
coining here, 

C. C. Cody and party, from New Zea- 
land, arrived in tbe city the other day 
en route to the north, and are at present 
outfitting hero. In 'Frisco where they 
stopped Beveral daye they visited several 
outfitting establishments, but decided to 
buy their supplies here instead, owing 
to the better class of goods, lower priceB 
and the duty. They will take in 0,000 
pounds of supplies.
